The Committee on Appropriations recently announced that Community Project Funding (CPF)
requests from Members of Congress will be considered by appropriators in the fiscal year 2023
cycle. Each Member of Congress may submit 15 projects to the Appropriations committee for
Community Project Funding consideration. Congressman Levin requests CPF proposals from
state and local governments below by 6PM on Friday, April 15th. In addition to governments,
nonprofit organizations may also submit requests for funding provided that: 1) their local
government has nominated their project as a community funding priority and 2) the project will
be completed in partnership with local government. Please note that the Office of Congressman
Levin cannot guarantee that the selected project(s) will receive funding. Final decisions
regarding which projects receive funding will be made by the House Appropriations Committee.

If you would like to submit a project for Congressman Levin to consider putting forward for
federal funding, please fill out this form. Please note that this form will ask for documentation,
which must be provided in PDF form. Files should be no larger than 10MB.
